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IN THE LEGISLATURE,, Booklet Issued

The past week has seen’ the 
Passing ot considerable legis- 
lation which brings the House 
near completion for this ses- 
sion. Most of the time has been 
taken up by the committee of 
the wholc Assembly in discus- 
sion of the bills before the 
House, 

This week I am giving you a 
few ot the highlights of some 
ot these bills not already report 
ed through the courtesy of the 
editor of this paper. 


An amendment to the Set- 
ting of Poison Act authorizes 
the Fish and Game Commis- 


sioner to distribute certain pot- 
sons known as “Coyote Get- 
ters’. These are distributed 
only to Game Officers and per- 
sons recommended by the R.C. 
M.P. 

An amendment to the Agri- 
cultural Weed Board Act gives 
power tod the Municipal Coun- 
cil and the Minister of Munici- 
pal Affairs for the leasing of 
weed infested land to an ap- 
proved tenant on whatever 
terms may be decided proper 
to the farms reclamation. By 
experience municipal districts 
have found that equipment and 
labor are not alyways available 
when required and that an 
agreement with the owner to 
carry out reclamation plans was 
before, in many cases, not prac 
tical, 

A change in the Succession 
Duty Act says that any individu 
al may bequeath any part of 
his estate to a school district 
or school division and such 
part of fie estate will be ex- 
empt from succession duty. 
The act before included the 
University of Alberta and this 
part has not been changed. 

The Municipal District Act 
has been changed to provide 
for representation of the school 
division, which forms a part of 
the municipal district, to  at- 
tend the council meetings and 
take part in discussions relat- 
ing to school. matters. It also 
provides for the arrangement 
by the council for a member of 
theirs to attend divisional

board meetings. As echool div- 
isions secure their revenues by 
requisitions on the municipali- 
ties, thie change is considered 
desirable. A new éection auth- 
orizes the municipal council to 
enter into agreements for the 
provisions and distribution of 
electricity, gas and power. Pro- 
vision is Ae for the necessary 
approval of two-thirds of the 
proprietors voting on euch a 
proposition in any municipality 
before it can be etarted. 

The assessed value of farm 
lands situated in any district 
containing city, town or village. 
may be reduced by the minister 
of education for the purpose of 
apportioning the requisition 
from the rural section of the 
school district. 

A new bill provides for the 
incorporation cf the Alberta In- 
dustrial Corporation, the cor- 
poration will be empowered to 
loar. money for developing or 
exparviz; menufacturing or 
businesecs = within 
the province. The corporation 
will raise money by the issue 
and gale of debentures up to 
the sum of five million dollars 
guaranteed by the prowince. 
The municipal and public 
boards may invest in these de- 
bentures. The government will 
advance $100,000 to the corpor- 
ation as a loan. The purpose of 
this bill is to provide for the 
expanding and development of 
Alberta industries and to pro- 
vide an opportunity for the cit- 
izens of Alberta to invest their 
money. Albertans will have an 
opportunity of investing their 
money. in. Alberta industries, in 
preference to having outside 
and foreign capital doing the 
investing and receiving many 
of the benefits from the invest- 
ment. 

An amendment to the Co-op- 
erative Marekting Associations 
Guarantee Act, authorizes the 
government to guarantee the 
borrowings by a _ co-operative 
association, which has as its 
principal object supplying of 
electrical energy and power to 
its members.

On Flax 


A government announcement 
to the effect that the guaran- 
teed price for flax seed effec- 
tive August Ist next, will be in- 
creased from $2.75 to $3:25 per 
bus hel, places this} crop on an 
excellent cash réturn basis, 
and it is expected {that more 
flax seed will be «sdwn this 
year in view of the world short- 
age in flax and vegetable oils. 

Grave concern at the alarm- 
ing decrease in flax. acreage in 
Canada had been expressed at 
a recent meeting of the Nation- 
al Barley and Littseed Flax 
Committee held at Winnipeg. A 
statement issued by the chair- 
man said that unlesé the situa- 
tion was remedied in the near 
future the effects would be far- 
reaching and decidedly harm- 
ful, 

It was brought out at the 
meeting of the committee that 
the need for flax is no less than 
during the war. There is still 
throughout the world) an urgent 
demand for vegetable oils and 
the most important oil produc- 
ing crop grown in this country 
is flax. Flax has many by-pro- 
ducts and if the supply is cut 
off, the farmer himself is dir- 
ectly effected. 

Every day he uses flax pro- 
ducts in the form df linseed 
meal for his cattle, paint for his 
buildings and farm machinery 
and in numerous other ways im- 
portant to the successful oper- 
ation of his farm. 

In an effort to ease present 
conditions and to help farmers 
profitably increase their flax 
acreage the National Barley 
and Linseed Flax _ Committee 
have just released a new flax 
book entitled ‘The Truth About 
Flax.” This book was written by 
men who have studied and 
know every phase of flax pro- 
duction and comtains useful in- 
formation to enable farmers 
to obtain maximum yields by 
latest methods of cultivation 

Illustrating the scope of the 
market for flax and the short- 
age of this commodity, briefs 
submitted at the National Bar- 
ley and Linseed Flax Commit- 
tee meeting showed that a 
shortage of linseed oil would 
seriously affect Canadian in- 
dustries such as the paint and 
varnish industry and the lino- 
leum industry. For to both lin- 
seed oil is their life blood. With 
the huge building projects plan- 
ned in the post war era for town 
and country, flax will be in ur- 
gent demand for some time to 
come. 

Flax authorities at the meet- 
ing pointed out that there was 
little possibility of Canada ob- 
taining flax or linseed oil from 
abroad. Only a few countries in 
the world produce flax, but lin- 
seed oil will be in great demand 
from all countries for the enor- 
mous r construction necessary 
to repair the ravages of war. 

The book “The Truth About 
Flax” sponsored by the com- 
mittee has been approved by 
the Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta departments of ag- 
riculture and shows how flax 
can become one of the most 
profitable cash crops.

BEAVER SHIPS RETURN: Canada and the 
United Kingdom were linked again by the famous 
Beaver line when the Canadian Pacific’s new 
cargo liner Beaverdell docked at Saint John, 
N.B, in March at the end of her maiden 
voyage from Liverpool, The turbo-electric fast 
freighter in making her initial crossing of the 
North Atlantic in less than seven and one half 
days demonstrated the service which will enable 
her and three sister ships to replace the origin- 
al five vessels of the Beaver class which were 
lost during the war. A fine example of the lat- 
est developments in marine design and engineer- 


ing, the Beaverdell features widespread use of 
electrical installations, Her propelling unit is 
turbo-electric, in which steam generated electric- 


al power at high voltage drives the motor which 
turns the propeller shaft, Electric winches also 
are used to speed the transfer of cargoes between 


ship and shore. Almost one quarter of the huge 
cargo carrying space on the Beaverdell is refrig- 
erated for safe transport of perishables, Electric 
fans ventilate all the holds, while “tell-tales” 
and long distance recording thermometers enable 
the ship's officers to keep a close check on the 
cargoes, at all times. Other peacetime uses of 
“war-baby” developments in use on the ship in- 
clude rada¥, gyro-compass, and the latest radio 
telegraph communication sets, The new 10,000- 
ton vessel was given a rousing welcome upon 
her arrival at the busy port where she discharg- 
ed 6,000 tons of cargo, some of it rubber from 
Singapore, and loaded Canadian farm produce— 
including meat, eggs and flour—for the United 
Kingdom, At right, Mayor J. D, McKenna of 
Balbs Jolin congratulates Capiain =.

THE WORLD OF WHEAT 


The Dominion Brewers’ As- 
sociation, in conjunction with 
the Canadian malting industry 
have offered $25,000 in prizes 
for malting barley. The field 
has to be 25 acres or more. 
The growing crop has to be in- 
spected for trueness to variety 
and the threshed and cleaned 
grain either in bulk for sale to 
the maltster, or in sacks for 
sale as seed, has also to be in- 
spected and tested. 

Certain areas considered not 
suitable for the production of 
malting barley are debarred 
from the contest. Farmers who 
wish to sow 25 acres or more 
to malting barley in order to 
enter this competition should 
write to the department of ag- 
riculture of their provinciol 
government to find out wheth- 
er their district is in the con- 
test area and for detailed par- 
ticulars of the contest. The 
seed sown must be of an ac 
ceptable malting variety. OAC 
21, because it is at present the 
hest malting barley, certainly 
would stand the best chance. 
Naturally the seed should, if 
possible, be sown on clean sum 
merfallow. 

If any farmer who enters’ a 
field would care to write to me 
I should be glad to advise him 
how to manage and prepare a 
crop for field inspection.

Rural 
Blectrification 


The farmers of Alberta have 
every sympathy from their city 
cougins in their desire for rur- 
al electrification: ‘he life of a 
farmer is hard and lonely at the 
best of times especially the 
women folk. The inconvenience 
they put up with would drive 
most city women to drink or 
bridge. If anybody’ deserves 
the comfort and  convenienc 
provided by electricity it is 
the farm population. 

It is therefore all the more 
important ’that rural electrifica 
tion should be proceeded with 
orderly and steadily It must be 
organized so that there will be 
no breakdown in the future, no 
reaction, no danger of  explo- 
sion from over inflation. 

These are some factors which 
must be borne in mind. 

1. Electrification is an ex- 
pensive business particularly 
in our sparsely settled western 
Canada. Prof Andrew Stewart 
who a couple of years ago:made 
a thorough survey in Alberta 
for the provincial government. 
found that only 54 percent of 
the farmers would probably 
take electricity, and: the aver- 
age cost of delivering electric- 
ity to them (not generating it 
or distributing it once it reach- 
es the farmyard) would be 
$576. If 71 percent of the farm 
ers could be induced to take 
electricity the average cost 
would come down to $519. 

In one Manitoba municipal- 
ity a preliminary survey show- 
ed 92 percent of the farmers 
anxious to get hydro power but 
when approached for a deposit 
only 63 percent paid, 


~o Ite is just as costly for the 
farmer as for the power com- 
pany even before any electric? 
ity is used. In Manitoba it was 
found that the cost of bringing 
service to the farmers yard av- 
eraged $673 and in addition the 
cost to the farmer of appliances 
and wiring was $611. 

The cost of constructing pow 
er lines to 20,000 farmers in 
Alebtra is established at $12,- 
000,000. This is only the firet 
cost, for on top of that it is es- 
timated that the cost to the 
farmers for wiring, appliances 
and equipment would be $13. 

Are the farmers able to pay 
this? In Mauitoba almost half 
the farmers said they would 
need help to finance their end 
of the program. 

3 There is a serious short- 
age of equipment The repre- 
sentative of a major electrical 
company said in Calgary recent 
ly that only 10 percent of the 
degired amount of wire could 
be turned out in the first quart 
er of 1946. Manitoba had oe 
program for electrifying 5,000 
new farm homes this year but 
has already cut its objectives to 
1,500. 

Canadian Utilities has found 
that five percent of the cust 
omers in the Swalwell area use 
less than the minimum of 20 
kilowat hours per month, pay- 
ing therefore more than 25 
cents for each kilowat. Electric 
ity is of little use to these cu.: 
tomers. It is a luxury: On the 
other hand 41 percent are us 
ing more than 100 kilowate per 
month at a cost of less then 7 
cents each. These people are 
making electricity work and 
making it pay.
